I he meeting was nia: ked by tlie announcement 
from National l iberal 1 eader lkisseiman that the 
main committee ot the Reichstag had reached no 
decision in vli cuv lion o reviv ing submarine war­ 
fare, but had agreed t ha * t h e r e should be no public 
discussion ot the question in the Reichstag. 
“ W hat is French will ty 1 r a h; what is Bel­ 
gian w ill stav Belgian, and what ; 
German will 
stay German 
this is the main ba i 
upon which 
peace will be constructed," said Sheidemann. 
*’But since Lloyd-George and Briand preach 
war until the bitter end the ( ,.haiu e 11 ot is unable to 
talk peace. 
The nations want peace. 
It the con­ 
trary is said in any country, then it is an absolute 
swindle."
